We are sorry not to agree with such an eminent 
and liberal jurist as Judge William S. Kenyon of the 
Eighth District United States Court of Appeals that 
}|the Government is ever justified in such unlawful 
practices as entrapment. 

In an opinion written by Judge Kenyon and con-

curred in by Federal Judge Symes of Colorado the 
judgment of Judge Martineau, also of the Court of 
Appeals in the Eighth District, that the Government 
_|is never justified in unlawful practices to catch the | 
lawless, is reversed. The case is one in which Judge 
Martineau severely criticised Roscoe C. Patterson. 
now United States Senator from Missouri, and for- 
merly United States District Attorney at Kansas City. 
| Patterson acquiesced in bribing a prohibition agent. 
Judge Kenyon points out that the Government un- 
derstood an attempt was being made in a liquor. 
case to deprive it by bribery of one of its principal! 
witnesses, whereupon the Government itself resorted | 
to bribery to defend itself. It had, in his opinion, 
the right to investigate and detect this effort to| 
tamper with a witness, “eveh if it employed means 
which might seem to dissemble in order to obtain 
the result.” 

This opinion, from which Judge Martineau, we are 
happy to say, continued his dissent, is in our judg- | 
ment on all fours with the famous wire-tapping case | 
in which the United States Supreme Court justified | 
resort to such a practice in Seattle to catch bootleg: | 
gers. Justice Brandeis, dissenting from that view, 
expressed, in our opinion, what must in the end be 
the position of all courts if our institutions are to 
stand. He said:

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Decency, security and liberty alike demand 
that Government officials shall be subjected to

A Recruit for the Wet Ranks 


The Nation, New York Liberal weekly, which has sympathized with prohibition for 
nine years, has followed the New Republic in kicking over the traces; terming 
the present situation intolerable, the Nation appeals for a countrywide referen- 


dum on the subject. 


From the Nation. 


N ILLINOIS a woman was shot dead, her 

husband beaten into insensibility, and her 
12-year-old son made liable to prosecution 
for criminal assault during a raid of prohi- 
bition agents on her home. In South Caro- 
lina @ 12-year-old Negro girl, unable to pay 
a fine for carrying a bottle of whisky across 
the street, was sent to jail for 30 days. In 
Michigan a woman was sentenced to jail for 
life for having in her possession a pint of 
gin. In Minnesota a man was ordered by a 
prohibition agent from his sick bed and 
taken 130 miles in an automobile to St. 
Paul, where he died in a hospital of double 
pneumonia, supposedly contracted on the 
trip. The British steamer I’m Alone was 
sunk on the high seas by Coast Guard pa- 
trol boats, a member of her crew killed. and 
her captain put irons. There is a rec- 
ord of 135 alleged law violators killed by 
Federa)] enforcement officers and of 55 of- 
ficers killed by persons they were proceed- 
ing against.

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Items like these are reported almost daily 
in the newspapers. They seem to be about 
the only facts that it is possible to be sure 
of im connection with the eighteenth 
amendment to the Constitution. Statistics 
about the consumption of alcohol can be 
and have been adduced by both sides in the 
controversy. We are told that there is less 
and more drinking than there was before 
the prohibition amendment was passed: 
that there are more and fewer deaths from 
aicoholic causes, prisoners in the variou 
jails of the country, and husbands who 
Squanier their pay on Saturday nights and 
come home to beat their wives. But wher- 
ever the truth les in these matters. we 
know that men and women have been killed 
—eome in the proper pursuit of legitimate 
business—and that other men and women 
are now in jail for longer or shorter terms 
for the infraction of a law that is broken 
with impunity by a large number of their 
feliow citizens. 

It is a simple matter to say catercorically, 
obey the law, or enforce the law at what- 


ever cost. Either command involves ‘cer- 
tain implications that are abherrent te 


American ideals of justice. For America 
was founded on the notion that an unpopular 
law, a law that thousands upon thousands 
of Americans believe to be unwarranted and 
unjust, is better broken than obered. From 
the day when the tax on tea resuited in a 
ship's load of it beine dumped—by an irre- 
eponsible crowd of hot heads—into Boston 
Harbor this hag been so: and if hot heads 
perpetrated the uniawful Boston tea party. 
the opinion of sober men came in time to 
support it. Thousands of sober men are 
how at odds on the question of prohibition 
Some are on one side, some are on another 

The New York World points out, apropos 
of the Wisconsin vote on the repeal of the 
State prohibition law. itn which the wets 
won by a large majority, that in the past 
two years referendums on prohibition have 
been held in 16 states: Illinois, New York. 
Nevada, Massachusetts, Montane. Wiscon- 
sin, North Dakota, Colorado, Califernia and 
Missouri. Of these the wets won the first 
six by a wide margin and lost the last four 
Dy & narrow one. They are not all Eastern 
States; they fairly represent the country as 
awhoie. They offer the spectacie of a ma- 
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jority of nearly a quarter of the population 
of the United States coming out and voting 
wet. At the same time we have the less 
pleasant spectacle of Mr. Morgan of Ohio, 
a member of the House of Representatives 
and an irreconcilable dry, accused by cus- 
toms officials of bringing four bottles of 
spirits into the country in violation of the 
Volstead act: of Representative Michaelson 
of Illinois indicted for smuggling liquor in- 
to the country in a trunk: and we hear Sen- 
ator Cole Blease of South Carolina, a dry 
State, uttering the highly specious argu- 
ment that he does not transport, import, or 
purchase liquor, but “if a friend of mine to- 
night should ask me up to his home for a 
drink, I'd be delighted.” And finally, to 
add to the utter confusion which befogs 
consideration of the subject of prohibition, 
we know that while there are honest men 
and fanatics on both sides, on the side of 
the drys are supposed to be the solid ranks 
ef the bootleggers and manufacturers of il- 
licit spirits, for reasons that are purely mer- 
cenary. 

What. then, is this prohibition? Is it a 
simple law that must be enforced like any 
other law? Or is it as mixed up with emoe- 
tion and mores and principles and behavior 
as was the stamp tax a hundred and fifty 
years ago? It is broken daily, hourly: it is 
enforced by violence, murder. and the ez- 
penditure of hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars yearly—where it ts enforced at all. We 
have had nearly 10 years of &. It ts time, 
as Mr. Hoover says, to take stock. Are we. 
as our European neighbors think us. a vio- 
lent, lawless, unreasoning nation? Or can 
we, soberly, sanely, with justice ard 
decenry, submit this question to the most 
penetrating inspection? Is America wet? 
Is it dvy? Is it half-and-half? Once more 
The Nation appeals for a country-wide 
referendum on the subject. The existing 
situation is intolerable.

HE agreement among iarge producers 

of petroleum, controlling abeut §0 per 
cent of the supply, to restrict 1929 produc- 
tion in the Western hemisphere to the 1923 
total, is a halting step toward conservation 
of a2 necessary and rapidiy wasting resource. 
We can take it for granted that the oi] 
men are less concerned about conservation 
than they are about the low prices result- 
ing from large production. While it is 
important not to take out of the ground 
more than is really needed, and thus to 
avoid the wastes of storage, it is equally 
important to stop altegether the wasteful 
methods of recovery which arise from com- 
netitive exploitation. An agreement among 
the competitors in each field to restrict 
their output individually will not prevent 
the wastes of present methods as they 
could be prevented by real 
methods of drilling. or unitary contro! of 
the field. The present agreement locks 
ike a violation of the antitrust laws. It 
's absurd te enforce competition where it 
ia so wasteful ag in ci] production. but it 
would be equally absurd te permit monep- 
o'y without enforcing conservation and pro. 
tecting the consumer by some regulation of

SHRUBS AND TREES. 


EVER allow the roots of shrubs 
N-: trees which are being trans- 
planted to be exposed to the 
sun, to drying winds or to frost. 
Keep them wrapped in damp moss, 
or heel them in the ground. 
Whenever you cut or prune wood, 


make a sharp, clean cut; leave no 


ragged or jagged ends on roots or 
top. 

Be sure that holes dug to receive 
plants are large enough to receive 
all roots without ‘cramping. 

Spread out the roots in a natural 
position and work fine loam among 
them. Bé sure that no air holes 
remain, but that all roots are in 
contact with earth, which is firmed 
and* compacted. 

Never allow any undecayed ma- 
nure to come in contact with the 
roots, nor undecayed leaves, or 
wood, in any quantity. 

Be careful not to plant too deep- 


ly, but always set the plant about 


an inch lower than it grew in the 
nursery row. The mark of the 
surface will usually be plainly 
seen. 

Remove all broken branches in 
the top, and cut back at least one- 
half of the previous year’s growth 
of wood, 

In cutting back dormant stock, 
as in pruning, be careful to cut just 
above a bud and close to it and let 
this be an outside bud; that is, one 
which will send the new wood 
which grows from it away from 


the center of the “lant. This keeps 


the center open, to let In air and 
light, and lesseng the likelihood of 
crossed stems. 

Shrubs and trees should be al- 
lowed to grow naturally, unless 
they are to be shaped to conform 
to a set pattern; and it is impor- 
tant to place them in their new lo- 
cation, in the same position rela- 
tive to the sunlight to which they 
have been accustomed. They will 
usually incline a trifle toward the 
sun. Set them so this inclination 


need not be changed, as it will take | 


energy to change it, In the open, 
plants will incline slightly toward 
the south; but in sheltered and 
partly shaded places they will bend 
in the direction from which the 


sun shines upon them,

In ancient times they feared the 
monsters that they thought inhab- 
ited the black depths. And in 
modern times they seek to learn 
the sources of earthquakes which 
so often originate on the floor of 
the sea. 

We have known for some years 
that there are mountains and val- 
leys on the floor of the sea, just as 
there are on land, but we have 
never been able to measure very 
accurately either how deep they 
are, or how long, or where they 
run. 

The deepest sinkhole we know 
of is southwest of Japan and it is 
said to be six miles deep. Our 
highest mountain would easily dis- 
appear inside it. 

Formerly the ordigary way of 
testing the depth of the sea was 
to weight plano wire and slowly 
drop it from on board a ship until 
it had sunk threugh miles of water 
to the bottom. It took an hour to 
let the ‘wire down five miles and 
another hour to pull it up. 

But now a new mechanism has 
been invented by which the depth 
of the sea can be accurately deter- 
mined in about 10 seconds. 

This piece of machinery is called 
the sonic depth finder and it is 
fastened to the bottom of a ship. 
The little mechanism sends out 
rapping noises and then waits to 
catch their echoes. The depth of 
the sea is revealed by the speed 
with which the echo returns, for 
experiments have shown how long 
it takes sound waves to travel 
through water.
